On the second Sunday of June 1910 
a small group of people of the then 
newly established Vulcan community 
met in tiie school room, which is now 
part of the high "school building, and 
organized the first service of public 
worship in Vulcan. This Sunday next, 
June 14th, the Vulcan United church 
celebrates its 26tli anniversary. At 
the time of organizing the first public 
worship there were three ministers in 
the immediate district, Mr. Fletcher 
of the Presbyterian church, Mr. Mc¬ 
Kenzie of the Methodist church arid 
Mr.. Melrose of the Anglican church. 

At that time it was arranged that 
the various ministers would. conduct 
the services in turn, each taking a 
third Sunday, and there was no de¬ 
nominational distinction. Thus did the 
first spirit of co-operation, possessed 
by the pioneers, express itself in 
church affairs of the community. 

Soon' the arrangement between the 
Methodist and Presbyterian churches, 
to-divide the country west of the 
Great Lakes into zones for missionary 
purposes, came into effect. To pre¬ 
vent overlapping and waste of 'man¬ 
power, it was decided that- all new 
fields in one zone would be Methodist 
and all new fields in the next zone 
would be Presbyterian. The .Vulcan 
district was in a Presbyterian zone. 
The Methodist missionary was with¬ 
drawn and at the same time the Ang¬ 
lican church decided to withdraw tem¬ 
porarily till its congregation numbers 
were greater. So H earn- riiout thru 
the first ordained Minister in Vulcan 
was Rev. Allan of the Presbyterian 
church and that the Vulcan cohgrcga-

Choosing almost at r andom, one might select a discussion 
on mining and agriculture to which lion. T. A. Crerar, 
Minister of Mines, and Hon. R. li. Bennett, contributed. 

The debate, covering quite a range, opened with a con¬ 
sideration of duplication of rescued services in laborator¬ 
ies. Attention was called by Mr. Be .nett to tire laboratories 
of the department of mines and tlio.-e of the rcsearcl 
council, questioning further, to w. at extent the dominion 
should engage in research work, in an industry over which 
provinces'have complete control in royalties and in the 
manner in which the industries are carried on. 

Mr. Crerar agreed that any implication, involving ex 
penditure of public money is Inddvisunle, hut pointed out 
that the laboratories of the department of mines had beet 
established before the research council, and before the prov 
inces had their departments of mines. 

He impressed the value of the mining industry to Can 
ada, stating that wealth from this source had increase, 
from $25,000,000 in 1001 to $222,000,000 in 10 5. Economic 
conditions, said Mr. Rennet'. had raised g 1 from rtt(> t 
$35 an ounce and quite a furore had been rai c«l wh n ; 
portion of tire increment was turned to the national treas 
ury. Yet the d.minion, not the. provinces, through resound 
laboratories, had increased the uses of low grade on an. 
otherwise brought profit to the indusfn"\r \\ ith. the pro 
vjncial control of resources, it is imper.rUve that i io con 
tiniting research by the dominion, for which such small n 
turn is.made to the dominion, should not he unduly exjicn 
sive, nor open to the charge of duplication. To th Mi 
Crerar agreed.

In the old days of unlimited range 
there was an abundance of feed seen 
everywhere. Cattle and horses picked 
their living and grew (accordingly. 
Nowadays many of the ranges are 
fenced and often overgrazed. Pastures 
can frequently be seen so short that 
one wonders how the animals can 
keep alive. 

Live stock of size and quality can¬ 
not be produced unless an abundance 
of a properly balanced ration is avail¬ 
able throughout the entire period of de 
velopment of the animal. A shortage 
of good pastures and lack of nutri¬ 
tious winter feed is reflected in hun¬ 
dreds of) animals of' inferior quality 
shipped/to-market every year,. 

Crested wheat grass is /ery suit¬ 
able fq* pasture in the 'dry fteetions of 
the VNest. Lest results weje obtained 
from a field that was seeded the last 
week in June. There wa^ a strong 
stand that covered every inch of the 
ground. Where seeded earlier a good 
deal of worm damage was noted, 
which resulted in a thinner stand. It is 
extremehxdrought-resisting and win- 
teydY^Sy and did not show damage 
from close grazing and severe tramp- 
ingsam account of its enormous root 
system. 

A successful pasture^ field was od- 
tained by seeding alfalfa and brome 
grass together. This mixture has the 
advantage over pure brome in that 
the alfalfa tends to improve the fer¬ 
tility and tilth of the soil, increases 
the yield and retards the sod bound 
effect, which develops in the brome 
sod. Mixing the seeds well together 
and sowing at the rate of 16 to 20 
pounds per acre, they will run well 
from the grain drill as the alfalfa 
seed has the weight and the brome 
has the hulk to make a good combina¬ 
tion. 

Brome grass alone is quite depend¬ 
able for pasture purpose too, and bet¬ 
ter than for hay, because it develops 
a thick, matted growth of leaves near 
the ground. In time the sod becomes 
dense or “sod bound.” 

Seeding the brome with a nurse- 
crop of one-bushel oats, which was la¬ 
ter cut for greenfeed has resulted in 
quite satisfactory stands the follow¬ 
ing year. 

Western rye is quite dependable 
and Satisfactory for hay. It yields'well 
but produces a dry. wiry hay’that is 
not relished by stock when grown 
atone. 

Western rye grass-sod does not 
have the same tendency to become 
sod bound that brome has and is eas¬ 
ily eradicated. The land works down 
almost as well as stubble. A great 
«Te>il of root fibre apears to be left in 
”1116 soil however, and for these reas¬ 
ons a mixture of rye grass six lbs. 
and sweet clover twelve lbs. is an ex¬ 
cellent combination to use .where a 
forage crop is included in a system of 
crop rotation suitable for mixed farm¬ 
ing districts. 

Experiments with timothy, red clov¬ 
er, alsike and red top haVe shown that 
there is usually insufficient moisture 
in the district for the proper develop¬ 
ment .of such crops. These are all 
moisture-loving plants, and in dry 
season the clovers winter-kill, while 
the yields of the grasses are very 
light.—Family Herald.

As You Park 
City Money Maker 


Those five cent curb-parking meters 
ire an increasing success. Already 
there are 1000 in Dallas, 500 in El 
Paso, 500 in Oklahoma City and 150 
in St. Petersburg, Florida. In Dallas 
the take of the machines during the 
first 15 days was $10,012, and its es¬ 
timated that they will pay for them¬ 
selves in less than four months. The 
idea started in Oklahoma City two 
years ago when the Chamber of Com 
merce appointed local editor Carl Ma 
gee to investigate the traffic jams in 
the front of downtown stores. Magee 
found that 80 per cent, of the valu 
able parking space was being used, 
not by customers, hut by people who 
parked all day. He hired engineers 
and devised the Fark-o-Meters which 
are set at 20 foot intervals along the 
curb. When a motorist drops a nickel 
in the slot, a great signal is raised. 
After an hour the signal falls and any 
passing cop can tell at a glance that 
the car is overparked. You can buy a 
Park-o-Meter for $58 installed, with 
the company agreeing to accept the 
actual take of the machine until 
pays for itself. Slug-passers are dis¬ 
couraged because the last nickel de 
posited remain in full view through a 
glass window. Utfllas expects to fin¬ 
ance a $ 1 <K 1,000 saLty drive this year 
with the receipts ^om its Park-o-

vill he greatly reduced. It is planned 
to replace all present examinations in 
Grades X and XII by a departmental 
•xamination for all students who have 
ompleted their high school program, 
it the end of Grade XII. A similar in- 
ermediate school examination will he 
iven at the end of Grade IX. , 
Premier Aberhart stated in Edmon¬ 
ton, Thursday, that refunding operjy 
ions had no bearing on mortgage In 
vestments. The refunding plan refers 
only to provincial indebtedness and 
possibly municipal bodies. The rate 
of interest is a federal matter, and 
sound investment in the province need 
have, no apprehension.—Albertan.
